Yet the thousands of admirers of the great man (who 
do not wish to read his memoirs) are hard put to.know 
what to answer when asked: “Have you read the great 
man’s memoirs?” ‘ 

The admirer feels he is sometiow insulting the great 

man if he says “no,” or “not yet.” or even “I've set aside | 
this weekend for that very purpose.”
